Wilmington was well protected 
during the sudden blackout of Tues- 
day evening which blanketed the 
northeastern United States, 

The biggest difficulty came be- 
cause the emergency generator in 
the Police Station refused towork, 
and the second biggest -difficulty 
arose from the police habit of fill- 
ling the gas tanks of the cruisers 
just before six pm. 

The Fire Department's emer- 
gency generator was working in 
good order, so that there was no 
trouble in that department. 

But things were, touse aphrase, 
black in the Police Station for a 
little while, 

Without waiting for orders the 
off-duty patrolmen reported to-the 
police station, 

Lieutenant John Imbimbo and Sgt 
George Sheppard were in charge. 

While Sgt, Sheppard made as- 
signments, so that all parts of town 
had instant police protection, Lt. 
Imbimbo worrled about the light 
problem - and the no gasoline 
problem, 

For with no electricity the gas 
Pumps that supply the cruisers 
would not work ~ and without gas 
the cruisers would not work, 

Dick Barry, Chairman of the 
Wilmington Finance Committee, 
was one of those who showed up at 
the Police Station, With some vol- 
unteer friends Mr Barry went to 
work on the generator, located in 
the cellar, 

They just couldn’t get it started, 
It had been checked through, just 
two days previously, by a Mana- 
facturer’s Representative, but it 
just wouldn’t work. 

Lt, Imbimbo decided to see if the 
Fire Department had anemergency 
generator It could loan the police. 

Sgt. Sheppard, mean while, was 
using one of the ‘hand radios’ with 
which the patrolmen are on oc- 
casion equipped, because the re- 
gular radio was not working in the 
station, 

He was able to keep in contact 
with all the cruisers - all with gas 
getting low. 


If we only had- 


Lt. Robert Woods, in charge of 
the Fire Station, was willing to 
loan Truck No, 4 to the Police De- 
partment, for anemergency source 
of electricty. 
&\... All the police had to do was to 
“find wires suitable to hook it up 
to the Police Station. 

That, however, was notacertain 


bart only the town had bought that 
Emergency Truck, with all those 
generators’ Woods moaned gently. 

But the Fire Department had a 


small generator, and this was sent 
over, 


A couple of men worked for an 
hour, hooking it up. 

Finally, at 7:34 pm, two-hours 
and 20 minutes after the emergency 
began, there was enough power in 
the police station to run the regular 
police dispatch radio, 

The gasoline problem had mean- 
while been solved by Lt. Imbimbo 
and Bob Palmer of the Highway 
Department, 

Palmer remembered that the 
Water Department, which never 
releases a truck or other piece of 
equipment until it is at least 20 
years old, had an old fashioned hand 
operated gas pump. 

The operator pushes back and 
forth on a lever. Gas is pumped 
into a glass cylinder, visible to 
all, with the gallons clearly marked 
and then allowed to flow into gas 
tanks, 

And, with Lester Durkee, in 
charge ofthe Pumping Station man- 
ning the hand pump, the Police 
Cruisers were, one by one, feda 
supply of gas, 

Result: Fine Coverage all over 
Wilmington, Nobreaks andentries 
No Hooligans. Just Peace and 
Quiet. 

There was, incidently, nodanger 
of a water shortage in Wilmington. 
Commentators in the Boston radio 
Stations were talking about how the 
towns and cities north of Boston 
were in anemergency condition for 
the lack of water, and howterrible 
things would be ifthere were a fire. 

Wilmington still uses two diesel 
pumps, for 50% of the work load 
in the Water Department stations,

May Replace Bridges 


Selectman Lloyd Bender’ s reve- 
lation that the state has plans to 
do away with both the Burlington 
Avenue and Shawsheen Avenue 
Bridges enlivened ap otherwise 
routine Selectmen’s meeting on 
Monday night. The state’s plans 
call for replacing the two bridges 
with one bridge further south on 
Route 129 near Gildart’s. 

The subject of the bridges came 
up when Town Manager Richard 
Henneberger suggested that Read- 
ing Light be permitted to delay in 
putting up a fence to screen its 
transformer in Wilmington Center 
until the state’s plans for the road 
were known, Henneberger said he 
felt that the state would want to 
widen the road after the Burling- 
ton Avenue bridge was rebuilt. 
It was then that Bender revealed 
that the state has tentative plans 
to do away with the Burlington 
Avenue and Shawsheen Avenue 
bridges. Bender suggested that it 
would be a good idea to invite a 
DPW representative to come to 
Wilmington and explain the state’s 
plans for the highway and the 
bridges, 

Selectman Niles said that it 
would be several years before 
any course of action would be 
taken by the state, and, in the 
meantime, Reading Light should 
put up a fence around the trans- 
former, The other Selectmen a- 


greed, and Henneberger said he 
would inform Reading Light of 
the decision, 

TM Henneberger in his report 
on the transfer of funds for the 
articles on the warrant for the 
Special Town Meeting, stated that 
it is necessary to finance any arti- 
cles on the warrant by transfer of 
funds, since money cannot be ap- 
propriated at a Special Town Meet- 
ing. 


The appraisals for the land tak- 
ing on Burlington Ayenue amount 
to $11,900, At least 5% of this 
must come from available accounts 
Henneberger said, and he propos- 
ed that $1,900. be transferred 
from the Road Machinery account 
and $500, from the Industrial ac- 
count, $10,000 will be raised by 
bond issue, 

‘On the $40,000 ‘guestimate’ for 
the Nichols Street Bridge, Henne- 
berger suggested that $1,000 be 
transferred from the Sewer Main- 
tenance account and $1,000 from 
Blue Cross to make the necessary 
2% transfer of funds, 

Henneberger stated that he had 
received two proposals ranging 
from $30,000 to $40,000 on the 
Te-appraisal of the town, He 
Suggested a transfer of $6,000 
for this year, - $3,000 from ‘Ap- 
praisals’, $500 from ‘Assessor’s 
Outlay’, and $2,500 from ‘Blue 
Cross’,

Sorrentino Decision

BOARD OF APPEALS 


Case No, 33-65 Nov, 3, 1965 
Application of Angelo Sorrentino 


A public hearing was held in the 
Town Hall at 8 pm, September 7, 
1965, on the appeal of Angelo Sor- 
rentino, 40 Cedar Street, Lowell, 
Mass., for the authorization to 
operate a commercial bathing 
beach with auto parking on his 
property at Silver Lake and Grove 
Avenue, 

Notice of the hearing was pub- 
Mshed in the Town-Crier in the 
Issues of August 19 and 26, 1965, 
The applicant andall abuttors were 
notified by mail. 

Attorney Fred Corum, repre- 
senting Mr, Sorrentino, opened 
the hearing by requesting a ruling 
from the Board of Appeals on the 
following six (6) point 

(1) That Silver Lake is a 
‘Great Pond’ and the ownership 
thereof is in the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts to the low water 
mark as defined by the General 
Laws of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, Chap, 91, Sec, 35, 

(2) The waterfront may be the 
most valuable portion of a tract of 
land adjacent to the water, Title 
carries the Riparian Rights and 
gives the opportunity to make the 
land commercially valuable, 

(3) Great Pondsare public pro- 
perty of the Commonwealth andthe 
right of using and enjoying which 
is common to all, to take water 
or ice, as well as fishing, fowling, 
bathing, boating, or skating. 
vs, Woods 108 Mass, 160 at 169,) 

(4) The Commercial uses of 
the premises owned by Angelo and 
Christina Sorrentino for bathing 
and parking cars as well as boat- 
ing was an existing non-conform- 
ing use at the time of the adoption 
of the Zoning Ordinance by the 
Town of Wilmington and hence 
was unaffected by the Zoning Or- 
dinance. (General Laws of Mass. 
Chap. 40, Sect, 26.) (See Building 
Commissioner v, McGrath, 312 
Mass, 461,) 

(5) A non-conforming use may 
not only be continued, but also 
increase in size. (Cochran v, Rae- 
mer, 287 Mass, 500 at 508.) 

(6) Parking of automobiles on 
the land of Webster T, Grace and 
Ten Hill Ice Company 1s anacces- 
Sary use to bathing in the beach 
of Angelo and Christina Sorrentino 
known as ‘Baby Beach’ for many 
years, 

He presented his first witness, 
Mr. Tom McQuaid, who stated 
that he sold the property to Mr, 
Sorrentino two years ago and that 
he had rented boats and charged 
@ fee for automobile parking for 
fifteen (15) to seventeen (17)years 
and that the Selectmen gave him 
a license to rent boats and that he 
renewed it every year; that he 
charged a fee for parking auto- 
mobiles on the beach and that in 
his opinion this was a legal oper- 
ation, and that he hadnever charg- 
ed for bathing at the beach, 

Mr, Anderson, Building Inspec- 

r, stated ‘on this Single Resi- 

nce A lot, commercial recrea- 
tion activities consisting of rental 
of boats is a legal non-conform- 
ing use, granted by the Board of 
Appeals as provided by the 1934 
Zoning By-Law; and authorized 
by the Town by accepting Chapter 
140, Acts of 1910; and operated 
for several years under license 
issued by the Board ofSelectmen,’ 

‘Also in conjunction with this 

use, and on the same site, as an 
accessory use to the boating; park- 
ing of motor vehicles has been a 
non-conforming use; this parking 
was never licensed by the Select- 
men; the Town never acce} ed 


the section (56 of Ch. 148) of the 
General Laws authorizing them 
to license parking. From the 1934 
Zoning By-Law - Section I- Ac- 
cessory Use - a use of land cus- 
tomarily incident to the main use 
of land to which It is necessary, 
Section 13 (a) Accessory uses 
Shall be on the same lot and shall 
be such as to not alter the char- 
acter of the premises on which 
they are located,’ 

‘I investigated this situation sev- 
eral years ago upon request of the 
Planning Board; Mr. McQuaid then 
operated it and showed me his 
records back to 1952; establish- 
ing that income was then derived 
from parking and boating, Mr. 
Sorrentino inquired of the Build- 
ing Inspector before purchasing 
this property as to whether he 
could operate on the same manner 
as Mr, McQuaid and I informed 
him that he could, After purchas- 
ing the property; vandals damaged 
his boats and he ceased that part 
of hi siness, substituting bath- 

for it; and having the parking 
~faccessory to the bathing. Bath- 
ing is sufficiently different from 
boat rental for me to request Mr. 
Sorrentino to seek authorization 
from the Board of Appeals under 
Section II-1-B-8 of the Zoning 
By-Law.’ 

‘I would call your attention to 
the fact that the Board could not 
authorize this use if there were 
no previous non-conforming use; 
as the minimum yards required 
would take up almost the entire 
lot.’ 

Mr, Courtney then stated that 
‘Sorrentino has continued to op- 
erate in open defiance of the By- 
Laws of the town and in disregard 
of the legitimate rights of neigh- 
boring home owners, 

(1) This operation has been 
conducted in violation of the laws 
and regulations of Wilmington, 
since September of 1963, 

(2) Although the operation of a 
commercial beach without special 
permission of the Boardof Appeals 
violates the Zoning By-Law, Sor- 
rentino has had the effrontery to 
advertise his illegal operation both 
(1) by signs and (2) by advertise- 
ments in out-of-town newspapers, 

(3) In defiance of the Zoning 
By-Law, Sorrentino hasestablish- 
ed a schedule of charges for per- 
sons who patronize his beach, 

(4) Although the Zoning By- 
Law requires that there must be 
provided sufficient off-street 
parking with a permanent surface 
within 300 feet of the principal 
use, Sorrentino has operated with 
total disregard for this provision 
- and has made no effort to com- 
ply with this Zoning By-Law re- 
quirement, 

(5) Although the Zoning By- 
Law requires that any out door 
commercial recreation use must 
be located at least 50 feet from 
side and near lot lines, Sorrentino 
operates to the entire limit of his 
property. 

(6) Although the Zoning By- 
Law requires that commercial 
parking lots and commercial out- 
door recreational uses shall be 
screened by ‘a densely planted 
strip of shrubs, trees or other 
suitable planting at least 4 feet 
wide and 4 feet high’ where lo- 
cated within 50 feet of a residen- 
tial district, this requirement 
has also been cheerfully ignored 
by Sorrentino, 

(7) Although the Zoning By- 
Law prescribes minimum areas 
and dimensions and set-back re- 
quirements, Sorrentino ts in open 
violation of the remainder, 

(8) Perhaps the most outra- 
geous feature of Sorrentino’s per- 
formance to date is the ‘fact that 
he has continued to operate in 
violation of the- Zoning By-Law,

even after he filed his application 
for a special permit to the Board 
of Appeals, 

Sorrentino has violated the laws 
of the Commonwealth in the con- 
duct of his illegal operation, 

(1) Zoning statute, generally 
violated, 

(2) GL, C, 131, S, 117¢ (c, 220 
Acts of 1965) No person shall... 
fill. . . any bank, . .bordering on 
any inland waters without (1) fil- 
ing written notice of his intention, 
including necessary plans, with 
the Board of Selectmen, and with 
the DPW and Dir, of Natural Re- 
sources; and (2) the selectmen 
shall hold a public hearing within 
10 days of said notice, 

(3) GL, C, 91, S. 19. Except 
as authorized by the General 
Court and as provided in this chap- 
ter (C,91),. . .no, . .land (shall 
be) filled or other, 
ment made, in, over, 
waters of any great pond below 
the natural high water mark. 


Arguments & Allegations 


Sorrentino’s operation consti- 
tutes (1) a public nuisance, (2) 
an invasion of property rights of 
residents in the vicinity, including 
their right to the quiet enjoyment 
of their property, and (3) a 
threat to the property values of 
homes in the immediate vicinity. 


A Public Nuisance 

(1) Although Sorrentino has 
posted a sign which limits swim- 
ming to a time period from 9 am 
to 9 pm, he has failed to enforce 
this condition, 

(a) Swimming and noisy activ- 
ity continues on many nights until 
the early hours of the morning. 
In itself, this violates the By- 
Laws of the Town of Wilmington, 

Evidence: By-Laws; Ch. 5, 
8.20 - Prohibits swimming be- 
tween 12 midnight and 6 am, 

(2) Sorrentino has failed to 
provide reasonable protection for 
the property of abuttors and other 
property owners in the vicinity, 

(a) He has not erecied any 
fence or other effective barrier 
to prevent those who use his 
beach from trespassing on neigh- 
boring property - and such tres- 
passing occurs daily. 

(b) He has failed to provide 
for any control over the use of his 
property after he leaves at night. 
Persons continue to use the beach 
after he leaves without supervision 
and control,

(c) \He has failed to provide 
toilet facilities or bath house fac- 
ilities where the patrons of his 
beach can change their clothes, 
Asaresult, (1) hispatrons change 
their clothes openly on the beach, 
or in their cars; and (2) his pa- 
trons trespass on neighboring pro- 
perty as a substitute for adequate 
enclosed, sanitary plumbing fac- 
ilities, 

(3) Sorrentino allows and en- 
courages excessive parking on the 
inadequate land areas of both 
beaches - Grove Avenue and Main 
Street, This creates a very haz- 
ardous traffic condition, so that 
(a) cars, which are frequently 
parked in a double line on his 
beach, are constantly moving in 
and off the narrow, single-lane 
traffic pattern on Main Street; and 
in and off the extremely narrow 
travelled way on Grove Avenue. 
(b) Cars frequently park on Grove 
Avenue in spite of ‘No Parking’ 
signs, This is most common a- 
mong Sorrentino’s patrons who 
come to pick up and drop off 
children and other persons at his 
beach, This illegal parking which 
is induced and permitted by Sor- 
rentino, creates an even more 
severe traffic block and hazard- 
ous driving conditions. (c) Many 
patrons of the beach are able to 
back out of their ‘parking lot’ 
only by backing into the driveways 
of the neighboring properties, 

(4) Motorboats, which are a 
growing danger to swimmers at 
Silver Lake, are allowed to be 
launched from the beach area con- 
trolled by Sorrentino - whocharg- 
es a 50¢ launching fee for this 
privilege, This results in motor 
boats moving in and out of the beach 
area which is often crowded with 
swimmers,

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(a) Some of these boats are 
used for water skiing - which re- 
quires motors with horsepower far 
greater than should be permitted 
on Silver Lake, 

(5) The failure of Sorrentino 
to provide the off-street parking 
required by the Zoning By-Law, 
(IV-3, Off-Street Parking), not on- 
ly results in heavy clouds of dust 
and sand, but also causes neigh- 
boring property to. be inundated 
with wind-blown sand and dust, 
This condition does not exist on 
neighboring private beach areas 
where grass and undergrowth pro- 
tects the ground from such erosion, 

(6) The failure of Sorrentino 
to provide adequate fencing, con- 
trol and supervision, has resulted 
in rubbish and waste paper being 
blown onto the land of abuttors 
and neighbors, Every week the 
neighboring property owners must 
clear their land of beer cans, and 
whiskey and pop bottles which 
are thrown on their land by some 
of Sorrentino’s patrons, 

Mr, Courtney then asked per- 
mission to show pictures and 
Slides to prove his contention of 
violations but was denied by the 
Chairman. With no pictures al- 
lowed, Mr. Courtney was granted 
permission to have two of the ob- 
jectors present to give their ver- 
sions of their complaints, Paul 
McQuaid of 16 Grove Avenue voic- 
ed his objections as to a detri- 
ment to monetary value of pro- 
perty, parking blocking the area, 
Picnic tables and umbrellas in- 
viting ‘hoodlums’ to create van- 
dalism, Mr, James Shine testi- 
fied next against Sorrentino stat- 
ing he had to repair flowers and 
bushes on his property damaged 
from sand from the beach be- 
cause of inadequate cover. 

Selectman Lloyd Bender, pre- 
sent with Selectman Paul Niles, 
stated the Selectmen had turned 
down a petition for a license for 
boat rentals andrefreshment stand 
on the property of Mr, Sorrentino, 
maintaining that it was ‘a 
nuisance’, 

Mr. Sorrentino then addressed 
the Board and stated that he could 
not understand the people appear- 
ing here against him, that he had 
only one thing in mind ~ to make 
his beach one of the beauty spots 
of Wilmingtor and that he had 
spent a great deal of money im- 
proving his property and was only 
asking to continue a use that had 
been permitted on this property 
for the past fifteen to seventeen 
years, 


Petitions were then presented 
the Board from Mr, Corum and 
Mr, Courtney and are on file with 
the Board of Appeals, 

Mr. John J, Quinn, Jr., Chair- 
man of the Wilmington Conserva~ 
tion Commission, read a pre- 
pared statement to the Board, 
stating, that they felt that Mr. 
Sorrentino should not be allowed 
to use this area for the following 
reasons; (1) Unlawful alteration 
of shoreline. (2) Defiance of the 
Zoning By-Laws established by 
the Town, (3) Health (operating 
without proper toilet factilities,)
